Gladstone. “It,s only a start, 
but those that have looked at 
the bill say it will tentatively 
solve the problems in Mis­ 
souri." 
A legislative committee and 
a citizens task force will study 
malpractice issues in coming 
months 
and 
recommend 
changes next session. 
The measure would allow 
doctors and hospitals to form 
associations which would in pf- 


fect become self insurers for 
those belonging as far as mal­ 
practice cases are involved. 
The state Division of Insurance 
would regulate the operation of 
such associations. 
Snowden, citing increases in 
malpractice insurance of up to 
600 per cent, said the self-insur­ 
ing system would work well in 
Missouri because of the lower 
than average rate of malprac­ 
tice cases in the state and be­ 
cause of the two-year statute of 
limitations.

charged Gerald Roderick, D- 
Kansas City, the only medical 
doctor in the House. 
While officials of state medi­ 
cal associations have said the 
rising rates have yet to be re­ 
flected in patient costs, they 
have said doctors are beginning 
to require more tests on their 
patients as a means of protect­ 


ing themselves against mal­ 
practice claims. 
C. C. Swarens of the Missouri 
State Medical Association said 
the legislative authorization, 
which would become effective 
as soon as it is signed by Gov. 
Christopher S. Bond, will prob­ 
ably not come into use unless 
rates continue to rise at their 
present pace. 
“We don’t feel Missouri has 
been hit that hard yet," he 
commented. 
A bill boosting pensions for 
nearly 4,500 state workers and 
enabling all members of the 
two main state retirement sys­ 
tems to be eligible for in­ 
creased pension benefits ap­ 
proved after they have retired 
was also sent to Bond. 
The bill would create the cat­ 
egory of “special consultant" to 
retirement systems for retired 
state workers and make their 
compensation in that post the 


difference between the benefits 
they retired under and in­ 
creases granted since their re­ 
tirement. That provision is nec­ 
essary to get around the con­ 
stitutional prohibition of using 
public funds for private pur­ 
poses.

q uestion) h as just one such 
leaky faucet and fix ed it, th e 
savings in electric power con­ 


sumption would be more th an 
713 million kilowatt h ours.” Th e 
marketing spokesman added 
th at additional energy savings 
can be accomplish ed by using a 
cold water detergent for just one 
out of eigh t wash loads per 
week. “Doing th is,” h e ob­ 
serves, “y ou save anoth er 335 
kilowatt h ours per y ear per 
h ouseh old.” 
Again, if every 
h ome in th e Pacific North west 
saved 335 kilowatt h ours with 
just one cold water ring out of 
th e average eigh t wash loads 
per week, th e saving would 
amount to 535 million kilowatt 
h ours annually . 
And th en th ere is th e m atter of 
poor 
insulation. 
Th e 
utility 
spokesm an 
observes 
th at: 
“ Good insulation can save y ou 
money every day of th e h eating 
season-as much as 50 per cent 
of y our h eating bill....”

WASHINGTON - Th e top 
military brass like to believe 
th ey are serving th eir country at 
great sacrifice. Th e prevailing 
my th is th at th ey arc paid far 
less th an th ey could earn in th e 
corporate world. 
Th is is an argument th at in­ 
variably is dragged out wh en 
th ere is pressure to reduce 
military 
spending. We h ave 
investigated 
th e 
im ­ 
poverish ment, th erefore, of th e 
Joint Ch iefs of Staff. 
Each draws a $36 ,000 annual 
salary 
wh ich , 
compared 
to 
corporate wages, seems modest 
enough . But th is is merely th e 
tip of th e pecuniary iceberg. 
Th ey also collect a generous 
sh are of th e $650 million in tax - 
free benefits th at go to th e 
military brass each y ear. 


Th e tax pay ers, for ex ample, 
provide th e Joint Ch iefs with 
picket money . Each one draws 
an annual 
“personal money 
allowance” 
of 
$4,000, 
plus 
anoth er $6 00 to cover “day -to- 
day ” ex penses. 


Unlike 
most 
corporate 
ex ecutives, th e Joint Ch iefs need 
not concern th emselves with 
month ly h ousing pay ments. Th e 
government furnish es th em with 
magnificent mansions suitable 
to th eir status. 


For ex ample, Gen. George S. 
Brown, 
th e JCS ch airman, 
occupies a h andsome, 12-room 
brick h ome th at would rent on 
th e Wash ington 
m arket 
for 
about $750 a month . 
Such cavernous h ouses, of 
course, 
req uire upkeep. Th e 
Pentagon h as never been so 
sh ort of manpower th at troops 
could 
not 
be 
spared 
from 
military duties to wait on tables, 
mow lawns and perform oth er 
menial ch ores fo r th e top brass. 
Each military chief is allo tted 
fiv e “ enlisted aides,” as these 
perso nal serv ants are delicately 
called. Only Gen. Dav id C. 
Jo nes, the Air Fo rce chief, 


doesn’t utilize h is full q uota. He 
now gets by with only four 
enlisted servants. 
Th is 
doesn’t 
count 
th e 
ch auffeurs, of course, wh o are 
available to drive th e Joint 
Ch iefs around in government 
limousines wh erever th ey wish 
to go. 


If th e traffic is too h eavy , a 
military ch ief can summon a 
h elicopter from nearby Andrews 
Air Force Base to lift h im over 
th e h eads of th e less-blessed 
motorists below. 
Nor does a member of th e 
Joint Ch iefs need to worry about 
making plane reservations wh en 
h e travels. A plane from th e VIP 
sq uadron is available to wh isk 
h im any wh ere in th e world at h is 
command. 


11 h e sh ould wish to take h is 
family along on a vacation, th e 
Defense Deprtment maintains 
several posh resorts around th e 
worldwh ereth e military brass 
can stay at bargain rates. 
A $20 million complex is under 
construction 
in 
Hawaii, 
for 
ex ample, 
for th e “rest and 
relax ation” 
of w eary se r­ 
vicemen. Th e Joint Ch iefs, of 
course, can alway s reserve th e 
best q uarters at th ese h oliday 
spas. 
Oth er 
innum erable 
little 
benefits h ave become part of th e 
lifesty le of th e Joint Ch iefs - 
such as subsidized Pentagon 
meals and golfing, swimmning, 
tennis and drinking facilities at 
bases th rough out th e world. 
What’s mo re, the Jo int Chiefs 
will g o o n drawing full benefits 
and 75 per cent o f their pay after 
they retire. Yet they co ntribute 
no t a cent to their retirement 
fund.

WASHINGTON -T h e re ’s a 
new look, a new militancy , a 
new tough ness and new image- 
making abut th e Congressional 
Black Caucus. It isn’t strident. 
But it’s slash ing, aggressive and 
atop all issues from continued 
recognition 
of Taiw an to 
rumblings over th e assimilation 
of Vietnamese refugees. 
Th e 
17 -member 
black 
congressional bloc just isn’t 
h appy over « wh at one of its 
m em bers 
calls A m erica’s 
“ kneejerk 
responses 
to 
wh ich ever groups it ?th e U.S.) 
designates as victims of th e 
y ear.” Meaning th e 130,000 wh o 
fled South Vietnam for th e U .S. 
Th e assault on antional efforts 
to find work for th e Asian 
refugees came from California’s 
s h a rp -to n g ue d 
b la c k 
Congressman Ron Dellums, wh o 
decried th e “commitment” to 
th e escapees. 
Dellums, wh o rarely h esitates 
to rub h is salty barbs on raw 
wounds h e’s cut in h is opponents, 
swung h ard recently against 
President Ford’s h aven-opening 
policy . Th is country , Dellums 
ch arged, “h as deserted its war 
on poverty ” and is permitting 
“rapid ex pansion of its unem­ 
ploy ment ranks.”

the 
inner 
cities 
and 
their 
co alitio n partners such as the 
Chicano s and o ther mino rities. 
The 
Caucus 
no w 
is 
as 
pro fessio nal as any Tuesday ,' 
Wednesday , o r cho wder and 
marching so ciety g ro up ev er 
o rg anized o n the Hill. Under its 
new ex ecutiv e directo r Barbara 
Williams, 
it pulsates with 
researchers, 
a new “ input” 
netwo rk being o rg anized aro und 
the natio n, a hawk-like watch o n 
ev ery bill fo r impact o n jo bs, 
especially fo r the blacks, a 
v ig ilance o v er g o v ernment 
ag encies which 
hav e mo ney - 
g ranting po wer, pressure o n the 
Office 
o f 
Federal 
Co ntract 
Co mpliance 
and 
recessio n 
lay o ffs o f mino rities. 


But th e Cucus’s prime goal is 
passage of Congressman Gus 
Hawkins’s full employ ment bill 
HR 50, th e Eq ual Opportunity 
and Full Employ ment Act Th is 
would set up a “Job Guarantee 
Office.” 
Its 
objective 
is 
grinding 
unemploy ment down to 3 per 
cent or less. Compare th is with 
th e newest jobless rates. 
Hawkins and colleagues don’t 
want “just” public works or 
“ m erely ” 
ex tended 
unem ­ 
ploy ment insurance. 
Th ey 
demand 
a 
full tur­ 
naround of national policy . Th ey 
don’t want any tax on oil im­ 
ports. Such tax per barrel, th ey 
say , will create even h eavier 
joblessness. Th ey want vast new 
h ousing developments by en­ 
forced 
lowering 
of 
interest 
rates. Th ey want a h uge new 
rail sy stem to be devised wh ich 
would make tens of th ousands of 
jobs. 
There’s much 
mo re. 
And 
much o f the bill is eschewed by 
th e natio nal labo r leadership as 
impractical and dreamy . But 
th ere’s no thing “ man-fro m-La- 
Mancha” abo ut Gus Hawkins’s 
o rg anizing techniques. At the 
last co unt he had 9 2 co -spo nso rs 
in the Ho use and was still g o ing . 
He spo ke o f being well o v er the 
hundred mark sho rtly . That’s a 
lo t o f Co ng ressmen. And he has 
so me sev en Senato rs. And there 
hav e been hearing s acro ss the 
co untry . He put the sho w o n the 
ro ad when he ran a series o f o ne- 
nig ht stands, under the aeg is o f 
the Ho use Educatio n and Labo r 
Co mmittee’s Subco mmittee o n 
Equal Oppo rtunities, which he 
chairs. 


The hearing s were set up o n a

Sadat, it will be remembered, earlier this spring went 
far out on a political limb to participate in Henry 
Kissinger’s shuttle diplomacy between Egypt and Israel. 
He was acutely embarrassed in the Arab world when 
those talks broke down — in good part because of Israel’s 
intransigence. The Senate letter is an ill-timed reminder 
to the Egyptian leader that he may again be forced to eat 
crow, served up by Washington. 
The irony in this backstage maneuvering on Capitol 
Hill is that in attempting to undercut Anwar Sadat again, 
Israel’s supporters threaten to remove from the scene 
the one moderate Arab leader with both the power and 
the will to deal reasonably with Israel. Would Israel 
really prefer instead to bargain with the likes of Yasser 
Arafat? 
The United States does have both a moral and strategic 
interest in Israel’s preservation as a free country. 
However, our commitment to that end by no means 
should be open-ended. Rather, it should be based ->n 
;! Israel’s willingness to meet the requirements of peace in 
•'he Middle East. 
Our fear is that the Senate letter may strengthen 
"Israeli resolve to avoid compromise, while making Arab 
leaders more distrustful than ever of the United States.

He advises the householder, 
for instance, to: “Take a look 
around for that innocent little 
m onster-the leaky hot water 
faucet. A leaking hot water 
faucet can waste up to 1,000 
gallons of water per month. 
Let’s assume it doesn’t leak too 
badly and 
only 
wastes 429 
gallons per month. That is equal 
to 107 Kilowatt hours per month. 
If all of the 2.1 million homes in 
the 
Pacific 
Northwest 
(the

question) lias just one such 
leaky faucet and fixed it, the 
savings in electric power con­ 


sumption would be more than 
713 million kilowatt hours.” The

The prevailing 
myth is that they arq paid far 
less than they could earn in the 
corporate world 
This is an argument that in­ 
variably is dragged out when 
there is pressure to reduce 
military spending. 
We have 
investigated 
the 
im ­ 
poverishment, therefore, of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Each draws a $36,000 annual 
salary 
which, 
compared 
to 
corporate wages, seems modest 
enough. But this is merely the 
tip of the pecuniary iceberg 
They also collect a generous 
share of the $650 million in tax- 
free benefits that go to the 
military brass each year. 


The taxpayers, for example, 
provide the Joint Chiefs with 
picket money. Each one draws 
an annual 
“personal money 
allowance” 
of 
$4,000, 
plus 
another $600 to cover “day-to- 
day” expenses. 


Unlike 
m ost 
corporate 
executives, tne Joint Chiefs need 
not concern themselves with 
monthly housing payments The 
government furnishes them with 
magnificent mansions suitable 
to their status. 


For example, Gen George S. 
Brown, 
the JCS chairman, 
occupies a handsome, 12-room 
brick home that would rent on 
the 
Washington 
market 
for 
about $750 a month 
Such cavernous houses, of 
course, require upkeep. The 
Pentagon has never been so 
short of manpower that troops 
could 
not 
be 
spared 
from 
military duties to wait on tables, 
mow lawns and perform other 
menial chores for the top brass. 
Each military chief is allotted 
five “enlisted aides,” as these 
personal servants are delicately 
called 
Only Gen. David C. 
Jones, the Air Force chief, 


doesn’t utilize his full quota. He 
now gets by with only four 
enlisted servants.

count 
the 
chauffeurs, of course, who are 
available to drive the Joint 
Chiefs around in government 
limousines wherever they wish 
to go. 


If the traffic is too heavy, a 
military chief can summon a 
helicopter from nearby Andrews 
Air Force Base to lift him over 
the heads of the less-blessed 
motorists below. 
Nor does a member of the 
Joint Chiefs need to worry about 
making plane reservations when 
he travels. A plane from the VIP 
squadron is available to whisk 
him anywhere in the world at his 
command.

family along on a vacation, the 
Defense Deprtment maintains 
several posh resorts around the 
world where the military brass 
can stay at bargain rates. 
A $20 million complex is under 
construction 
in 
Hawaii, 
for 
example, 
for the "rest and 
relax atio n ” of w eary se r­ 
vicemen. The Joint Chiefs, of 
course, can always reserve the 
best quarters at these holiday 
spas. 
G iner 
innum erable 
little 
benefits have become part of the 
lifestyle of the Joint Chiefs - 
such as subsidized Pentagon 
meals and golfing, swimmning, 
tennis and drinking facilities at 
liases throughout the world. 
What’s more, the Joint Chiefs 
will go on drawing full benefits 
and 75 per cent of their pay after 
they retire. Yet they contribute 
not a cent to their retirement 
fund. 
Experts have calculated for us 
that the taxpayers pay each of

The ratio of bicarbonate and 
carbonic acid is a main balance 
mechanism to keep the body at 
a fairly constant acid base ratio 
which we call the pH. 
When a person has lung dis­ 
ease he will have trouble 
eliminating carbon dioxide. 
This, combined with water, 
forms carbonic acid. An excess 
of carbonic acid in relation to 
bicarbonate on this basis is 
respiratory acidosis. 
The lungs then are one of the 
body’s main ways of controlling 
the acid base balance. If you

Many county loan rates have

marketing patterns. They vary 
by production area and re fleet 
differences in demand, tran­ 
sportation costs and in area-to- 
area price relationships. As in 
the past, protein premiums will 
be added to the loan rates, with

Early planting urged 
for second crop

B L O O M FIELD--Farmers 
should strive to get soybeans 
that will be “ double cropped” 
behind wheat planted just as 
soon as it is practical to do so. 
Getting 
these late soybeans 
planted as early as possible 
could mean a y ield increase of 
several bushels per acre. 
Obtaining a good stand of 
Ix'ans as soon as possible after 
wheat harvest and getting the 
crop off to a good start is very 
important. Ideally, there should 
be adequate moisture in the soil 
when the beans are planted to 
bring them up and get the crop 
off to a good start, as rainfall is 
not always dependable at this 
time of year. 
Plowing 
wheat straw undei 
and incorporating it into the soil 
often reduces the soil moisture 
supply to the extent that stands 
are delayed-if not ruined- and 
the young 
crop suffers for 
moisture. 
Because of this and in spite of 
obvious disadvantages, it has 
become a common practice to 
burn wheat straw so that a 
seedbed can be prepared for 
soybeans with a minimum of 
working to facilitate a reduction 
in loss of moisture and early 
soybean planting.

soybean planting. As much as 
five to seven days may be 
gained by combining wheat at 20 
to 22 per cent moisture.
